Drainage Action By Council Vital 
To Future Of Every Local Family 

Since Granite City drainage action, or lack of 
it, literally means the difference between commu¬ 
nity progress of stagnation, the proposal currently 
before the city council must be weighed factually 
by officials and citizens. It is much too important 
to be considered on the basis of fallacies. 

1. One fallacy was voiced almost immediate¬ 
ly, long before there could have been an objective 
study of the committee's'sreport Jt is'that some 
areas have no drainage problems' and therefore 
have nothing to gain. 

The fact is that every neighborhood has at 
least some storm water accumulation and later 
could have much more of a flooding problem un- 
Hess the recommended action is taken. Also, im¬ 
passable streets affect everyone, and all are harmed 
when industry bypasses the Quad-Cities due to in¬ 
sufficient drainage. Local pocketbooks are directly 
involved when jobs are limitecj, taxes are>not ade¬ 
quately shared and property values, fall. 

2. Another fallacy is that new and old sections 
have differing problems that should not be lumped 
together in the* same corrective program. 

The fact is that all the difficulties stem from 
the same cause—obsolete combination sanitary and 
storm water sewers. Families in the original areas 
of the city risk property damage and health hazards 
as long as there is a joint system. Those in the out¬ 
lying sections have separate lines but still find their 
sanitary disposal unsatisfactory during storms be¬ 
cause their sewers drain into the already overflow¬ 
ing combined system. 

3. Someway, somehow Granite City will con¬ 
tinue to grow, with or without drainage. 

The fact—As borne out by the drop in build¬ 
ing permits in the last half of 1961, predicted sti¬ 
fling of growth has started and will grow worse— 
until the state lifts its ban on sewer connections for 
homes, businesses and plants. Even if a treatment 
plant were built separately, at a needlessly high 
cost, to process both sanitary sewage and the huge 
flow of storm water, growth still would be hamp¬ 
ered. Combined sewers no longer meet-tither state 
f standards or the needs of a community that could 
and should be on the march, not on its dpathbed.

Century-Old Wisdom—Individual 
Initiative Must Not Be Destroyed 

"’You cannot build character and courage by 
taking away man’s initiative hnd independence," 

' Lincoln said a century ago, and this is still true to¬ 
day. Taxes, for example—an integral part of the 
American system—are improperly used when they 
destroy initiative. 

Lincoln’s statement is cited by the Illinois 
Taxpayers’ Federation in noting that the federal 
government last year financed 1 3.8% of state and 
local government operations. It questions whether 
the growing proportion of federal aid is proving 
harmful as well as helpful, in that many may be¬ 
come unnecessarily dependent upon it. 

While realizing that no single concept can be 
applied in all cases, we think Lincoln’s comment 
sets out basic beliefs with which all can agree. A 
fuller quotation of his remarks follows: 

“You cannot bring about prosperity by dis¬ 
continuing thrift; you cannot strengthen the weak 
by weakening the strong; 

“You cannot keep out of trouble by spending 
more than your income; you cannot establish se¬ 
curity on borrowed money; you cannot build char¬ 
acter and courage by taking away man’s initiative 
and independence; 

“You cannot help men permanently by doing 
for them what they could and should do for them-
